N the then ſtate of my affairs, my ſore: 
rows grew very weighty upon me; I 
reflected upon Mana's advice, and my own 
conduct; (though my condition then 
appeared ſo hopcleſs, and deſperate) I can- 


not ſay, I once repented my undertaking, 
nay even at the worſt, could not condemn 


my purſuit of Rockbartez, or did I ever 
once wiſh mylelt at home again. 


I had loſt both money, jewels, cloaths, 
and all that I had, — my brecc hes and

This gentleman ſeeing 
ſo many of us drove into the yard, ſoon 
atter applied to our maſter for he had 
bought us, as we arrived, and was carry- 
ing us inland, to make his profit of us) 
in order to purchaſe one of us: we were 
thereupon all ordered into the yard, and 
paſſed ſingly beſore him; we were then 
turned with our backs to the ſtable, and 
he paſſed along before us; when coming 
to me, he ordered me to walk acroſs the 
ard, which I did, then looking into my 
— and raiſing up my head, (which I 
ruſt own had but little encouragement 
to exalt itſelf) he turned about, and 
walked off with my maſter, to a diſtance. 
Alter ſome diſcourie, pro and con, I faw 
him put ſomething into his hand, /tho' I 
never knew what I was worth, of his money) 


then coming to me again, and taking me 
* rom 
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from the reſt, he beckoned me to follow 
lum wto the houlc. 


Luis traniattunn, went the nearcit to 
my heart, of ail that l had met with, 
lince left home; and brought the tram 
tom my cycs, un nvulcts: but I called it 
tate to inylcit ) and determined to ſubmit 
to it, with the belt grace | was abic. 


My new maſter was very young, being, 
not above twenty years old at moſt, but 
of a very ſcrious deportment, and of a 
ſweet countrnance and temper, and as 
luch, was eſtcemed by his ſervants, and 
every body he — with: he ordered 
one of his other ſervants to ſhew me my 
bulineſs, and which was my horſe, and 
how he would have him managed. 1 made 
it a point to obey cach direction to a title 1 
he then ordered his decealed ſctvants cloaths, 
to be delivered to me, and ordered me to 
put them on, which gave me an entire 
pleaſure ; tor when I was once full cloathed 
again, I began to think myſelf ſomewhat 
happy. I appichendcd, as indeed it prov- 
ed, that my greateſt difficulty would be, 
to ride with my maſter; for | had never 
beca ſingle, on a horſc in my lic, and 
very much dreadcd it. However | was 

D 3 obliged 
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obliged by my duty to mount, and follow 
— next day; but believe I made a 


moſt ſhocking figure ; though conſtant 
uſe, and the gentleneſs of my beaſt, ſoon 
brought me to approve of it. 


Ow our journey we called at ſeveral 
laces, ſtaying more or leſs at cach, be- 
ore we reached Conſtantinople, where my 
maſter lived, at a houſe of his fathers, 

who was a baſſa of two tails, and had then 
the command of the ſeignour's army. 
I made it my chief ſtudy (next to obeying 
my maſter) to attain the Turkiſh language; 
and for that formed 7 particular 
intimacy, with a young Turk, in m 
maſter's retinue, one of the genteeleſt ah 
in all Conſtantinople ; he too, taking a 
fancy to me, was very proud of inſtruct- 
ing me in it; ſo that by means of his 
conſtant converſation, in about three 
"month's time, I not only could fluently 
ſpeak it, but alſo in the more polite ſtile 
too; in ſo much, that my would 
not be perſuaded, but that I had either 
lived in Turkey before, or had very much 
converſed with his nation. | 

J grew fo far daily (by my diligence) 


into my maſter's favour, that in about 
ſixteen 
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ſixteen month's time, I was entruſted by 
him, not only with his running caſh, but 
even his ſecret amours; and few things 
were tranſacted in his family, but what 
paſſed either through my hands, or under 
my inſpection. 


Aro the middle of the ſecond ſum- 
mer, I had been with him, he ordered me 
to ſce, that preparations were made, for a 
journey he then intended to his father, at 
the army. I did fo, and we arnved fate. 
The grand army, lay about four miles 
from the city, the emperor was then be- 
ſicging; endravouring to interrupt the 
ſiege, by ſkirmiſhes, and waiting an op- 
portunity to raiſe it if poſſible, or at leaſt 
tetard it, till the approach of winter. 


We had been about a fortnight in the 
camp, when the old baſſa having ordered 
a brigade round a large wood, in the flank 
of the left wing of the Germans, to ſur- 
= them ; my — — leave to be 

the party, which his father ng, 1 
was of courſe to attend him; — ad 
now I had been ſo long a man, I had al- 
moſt forgot I was not fo; and followed 
him with much leſs concern, than I could 
have done two years before, and than (I 
D 4 am 
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am ſatisfied) ſeveral real men did, that 
were ordered to that ſervice. We gained 
the poſt behind the wood, without being 
cived ; but were difcovercd c're we 
well paſſed it; and by a party, pur- 
poſely derached to prevent our deſign, 
were ſo hemmed in, that meeting with too 
warm a reception from thoſe we wereorderecd 
to attack, and turning to repaſs the wood, 
we found our retreat entirely cut off. So 
that we had ir only in our choice, to force 
our way through the enemy, or dic ſabre 


in hand. 


Tus cloſeneſs of the trees, made it 
even difficult, in ſome places, to carry on 
a ſkirmiſh; and the Germans ing * 
more, and more numerous, by the freſh 
detachments hourly arriving to re-inforce 
them, and not caring to venture a ren- 
counter in the wood; determined, to 
compell us to ſurrender priſoners of war, 
or to ſtarve us there. 


Inc this fituation we had continued till 
the next day; when at a council of the 
„it was agrecd, to force our way 


| through the enemy, at all hazards. 


My 
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Me maſter, though unacquainted in 
the art of war, being of an intrepid, cool 
reſolution ; would, in this enterprize ſig- 
nalize humſclf, by leading Sh our 
men z for it bad. been oived 4 march 
out, in ſix bodies, of about one thouſand 
men cach, at different places; that the 
enemy, who greatly out. numbered us, 
might be obliged to divide allo; and it 
was turther teſalved, that which cycr party 
broke through, ſhould return, and fſuc- 
cour their friends, and not quit the field, 
til! all were (it pofſible) brought off. 


Ir was my maſter's lot, to lead one of 
the outward partics, next the ſkirt of the 
wood; When the ſignal being given, we 
all marched out, and were very warmly 
received by the enemy. I kept cloſe by 
my maſter's ſide, in the tront rank, and 
ſaw the men fall by dozens, on cach ſide 
of me; we ſtill marching on; tor our 
orders were, not to fire till we came al- 
moſt breaſt to breaſt to the enemy, and 
then making one ſmart fire, to fall on: 
with our labres. 


We had juſt fired, and done great 
execution, and were now laying about us 
with our hand- arms; when in the conſu- 
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ſion (for I fought as: well as the beſt of 
them, and I am ſure with as little fear) I 
miſſed my maſter, and was afraid he had 
been Qaio but it was x « 2x then to 
turn back, to look for him. We began 

to force the enemy, and in ſeveral places 
had broke through them ; when obſerving 
a body of horſe, moving up to their re- 


lief, our ſpirits began to flag. 


I had broke through with the reſt, and 
ſeeing the horſe upon the ſpur, to get 
"round us, I made liredtly up to them, 
hoping (as a chriſtian) to be releaſed from 


— by putting myſelf into their 
hands; but being come within diſtinction 


of faces, who ſhould I ſee at their head, 
but Rockbartez. This threw me into the 
utmoſt perplexity, my courage, and manly 
reſolution, being now ſunk into that of a

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neck, I perceived by the c of his 
countenance, the emotions of his foul; 
but as no tirne was to be loſt, I ran up to

perceived his ſurprize would unman 
him, if we confe any longer; fo 
mounting one of his ſervant's horſes, I 
rode by his fide ; the whole corps looking 
upon me as a deferter, or ſpy, come to 
bring him intelligence; we went a round 
trot, and ſoon came up with the flying 
Turks; when ſpying my maſter, ly 
2 by three Germans, juſt at hi 


eels, and ready to ſtrike, I begged Rock- 
bartez to diſpatch two or three of his 


horſe with me, to ſave the life of that 
Turk. 


We came up to his ſuccour, juſt as 
they were falling upon him, quite out of 
breath with his- Age, and turning upon 
his opponents. I called out to hold thei 
hands, (and but juſt ſaving him) I told 
him, I was heartily glad of this opportu- 
nity of protecting him, and defired him 
to come with us, tor no harm ſhould be- 

D 6 fall 
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fall him my intent being only to deram 
him till the battle was over, and he out of 
further danger. 


Artszck (for that was his name) amaz- 
ed to ſee me ſo mounted, and in ſuch 
company, called me chriſtian dog, and 
diſdained, he ſaid, to accept of his life, 
from ſo vile hands as mine. He was go- 
ing on with his exclamations, when I told 
him, St was to no purpoſe to be angry, 
for I was reſolved he ſhould live, and have 
his liberty; and I did not doubt, but 
when he was appriſed of the motives of 
my actions, he would rather commend, 
than blame them. This brought him a 
little to his temper again, and he readily 
retired with us. 


Tus coming up of Rockbartez, had 
quite chan the face of affairs, and 
gave a check to the flying Turks of Ali- 
beck's diviſion, who were now rallying, 
to return to the aſſiſtance of the reſt; tor 
falling in behind them, and puſhing them 
upon the next party, they were all cut off 
to'a man; as it alſo, for the moſt part 
fared with the ſeveral other diviſions.

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Veo the army's retiring to the camp, 
I deſired the three troopers who were with 
me, to conduct both myſelf, and Alibeck 
to Rockbartez's quarters, as priſoners of 
war; for being both in Turkiſh dreſa, I 
did not know what might be reported, 
upon _— us make any other figure, 
than of priſoners at his tent. This 
having done, and retired ; I told Alibeck, 
that Rockbartez being my former maſter, 
long before I knew him; and having now 
recovered me, by right of arms, I muſt 
be bound to render him my future ſer- 
vice: but, fays I, to Rockbartez, 1 muſt 
entreat you, Sir, to reſtore this my laſt 
maſter, to his father, in return for his 
kind, and generous treatment of me;

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I had no ſooner (in the hearing of Ali- 
beck) given them their orders, than he fell 
at my fect, ſaying, chat as my boundleſs 
favour to him, muft add years to the life 
of his dear father, who by this time thought 
him lain; he begged to know what ran- 
ſom my maſter (meaning Rockbartez) 
would put upon him. I (anſwering in the 
name of Rockbartez) told him, the gentle 
treatment I had received from him, had 
y overpaid his ranſom ; and that 
ockbartez would be ſufficient gainer, in 
contributing to the joy, his father muſt 
receive, at the unex return of fo | 
deſerving a ſon. Then having expreſſed 
the higheſt tokens of gratitude to Rock- |
